The Public or Common Schools consist of what are denominated 
the High School, Grammar, Intermediate, Secondary, Primary and 
Ungraded Schools. The arrangement is designed to furnish a regu- 
lar gradation of schools and system of instruction. 

To the High School, scholars from all parts of the town are admit- 
ted upon their appearing, from examination, to possess the requisite 
qualifications. The examination for admission takes place at the end 
of the summer term. 

This School affords to scholars the means of accjuiring a systematic 
and thorough education, or, if they desire it, of fitting themselves to 
enter college. 

The Grammar Schools — one on High street, one on Day street, 
and one at West Fitchburg — are kept by male, assisted by female 
teachers. 

In the High Street school, throe assistants are employed, in the 
Day Street, four, and in the West Fitchburg, one. Scholar? from 
all parts of the town, possessing the required qualifications, are enti- 
tled to attend some one of these schools. 

The regular time for the transfer of scholars from schools of a 
lower to those of a higher grade, is at the commencement of the 
Fall Term. 

The High and Grammar schools are kept forty weeks each in a 
year, in three terms. 

The schools of lower grade are divided, so far as practicable, into 
three grades — Intermediate, Secondary and Primary — and are kept 
three terms in each year.
